It has been hard for many of ns to think oi Cuba tha past mask* The irarst national 
disaster the Island has ever suffered Is still In progress* Aa late as Oct* 12th^ 
one-half of the province of Qrlente vas still under water and idiere the waters of 
^e rivers have receded the plcttre Is one of desolation* Pastures and fams have 
become sandy beaches} dead cattle and ruined crops are scattered everyidiere} some 
families have gone without food for as long as seven days* Che thousand Cuban 
peasants In Qrlente and Camagney have been returned to the dust they briefly enjofed 
as their am, having been cut off from their recently acquired meaning in life to 
idilch they had sacrificed so mach* 



Their deaths removed them unknown from the struggle to build a new society as thejr 
had entered It unknown* In particular t^ose of us who have visited their country 
since the Revolution shall keep for them idiat they^ in tha quiet dignity found 
only in peasants^ would have , prefexred-— the silence of our hearts and an attentive 
> memory* 



The Cuban people have been set back at least a year in their striving for a larger 
share of life's bounty due to themt This great loss comes at a time idien the i>ower 
of Intimidation has throttled so many of our fellow citizens that only a Qldieon's 
Iray remains to serve as our country's conscience* He can, perbape, accept this 
situation and the U*S. government's present Cuban invasion preparations pore quickly by^ 
telling ourselves that every society has the criminals it deserves* Oils may servf . 
as an explanation^ but should also spur us to action*

organized* Sudi a committee « conq)osed of people with a wide range of attlttides

Other News Regarding Cuba 

RADIO RE^TS 

HAVANA (Oct* 12): Prime Minister Castro and President Dorticos continued today 
their tour of the worst hit area by the hurricane* They are being acconqpaDied in 
Qriente by the Chief of the Central Army and the President of the Agrarian Reform 
Institute and are leading a caravan of amphibious vehicles carrying canned food 
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and medicine* Helicoptera are being need in the most isolated areas and an air 
lift (Operation of larger planes has brou^t out thousands of people daily* 

One gmoii town of 500 people located on the slopes of the Sierra Maestra Mbns* 
has been buried by a landslide ^ but most of the people mere evacuated in time* 

Three hundred doctors and tmo hundred nurses along mith members of the Caban Red 
Cross and htmdreds of volunteers fjrom the Ministry of Public Health are taking 
care of the in;)ured throughout Orients province* Almost a total loss mas reported 
for the entire province in vegetable crops« banana crop> poultry and livestock* 

The Minister of Industry^ Che Quevara^ reported Oct* 10 about losses of a beer and 
malt plantf textile factories j .f^niture factories^ a factory making bolts and nute^ 
and severe damage to several cement plants* Ebctehsive damage mas also done to the 
electric power plant under construction at Santiago* Several construction works 
throu^out Orients and an unspecified number of sugar mills have suffered damage* 

On Oct* 8 Havana authorities announced that Cuban fishing boats aided by the Soviet 
Union's fishing fleet near Cuba are headed for the south eastern coast of Orients 
with a supply of fish* They also reported that in Camaguey> the ccqpital of the 
province by the same name^ 70 % of the population is left homeless and the city is 
conpletely surrounded by mater* About UOO houses have been totally destroyed 
there by the 100 miles an hour hurricane ^mi^ 

VATICAN CITY (Oct* 12) s On the proposal of a Mexican Bishop it mas agreed to 
start collecting aid for victims of the hurricane in Haiti and Cuba before the 
end of the last plenary session of the Ecumenical Council* The Secretary of the 
Council called on all those present to cooperate with the Memlean i^shop's proposal 
and said that this statement from the Council has nothing to do with the aid already 
sent by PbP* 'the name of the Vatican* 

VOICE OF AMEyCA (Oct* U): The U,S* has allotted $250^000 for relief work in 
Haiti* the bepi* of Defense mill coordinate the operations of various American 
organizations such as CARE^ World Council of Churches » etc* 

Cuban Foreign Minister Ratal Roa announced on Radio Havaxia that in Orients ^ 0 % of 
the com crop mas totally destroyed and 50$ of the coffee crop mas damaged* 

TRADE: The U*S* blockade of Cuba throu^ an effort to blacldLlst Western shipping 
has~7alled* There has been a considerable increase in shipping to the Island 
during the second quarter of 1963 * approached on the need to cut down Spanish 
trade mith Cuba« Spanish Ambassador to Washington Antonio Qarrigues replied that it 
mas his government's desire to increase^ not to curb Spain's air and shipping 
service to the island* The U.S* Assistant Secretary of State for Inter-^riean 
Affairsj said that Spain mas cooperating in limiting trade mith Cuba* He did not 
mention recent Spanish-Cuban economic agreements* 

SUCAR i The 1963 sugar harvest mas the lowest in the history of the Revolution* 

The y*Y* Timas estimated it at 3*8 million tons* Neverthelessy Cuba signed a 
sugar-f or^ice trade pact mith Uruguay last summer* Cuba mas to supply Uruguay 
mith 20,000 tons of sugar in I 963 and 30,000 tons in 196U* Private Uruguayan 
companies mould sell Cuba 15,000 tons of rice*

anti-polio campaign con?)lotod recently* 2,200,000 Cuban children nere vaccinated* 

HAVANA ( July 12) * Months ago there was another scheme morked out in Washington to 
cut off all postal service in ttiis hemisphere irith Cuba* Throu^ an organization 
called the Inter-American Postal Union, to ehich the U. S., Latin American countries 
and Spain belong, it was plaimed to st<q> all mail deliveries to Cuba* After a few 
weeks nothing more was reported on the plan so it must have been abandoned— for the 
time being* 

HAVANA (July 21) t Ceremonies took place today in Cohima at the Smest Hemingway 
atatue on the 6Uth anniversary of the birth of the author* Representatives of 
Cuban mass organizations placed flower offerings before his statue at Cohima where 
he lived for many years* The Fisherman's Union took a promizisnt roll for many of 
its members at Cohima inspired his book, "The Old Man and the Sea"* 

MOSCOW (Aug* 9)t The Soviet Union and Ctiba have signed contracts for reconstruction 
of ^iree metallurgical mills, construction of a new automobile repair works and a 
fishing port in Havana* As a result of reconstruction of the metallurgical mills 
the output of steel will rise from 80,000 tons to 3^0,000 tons annually* At present 
the Soviet Union is helping Cuba to build two fuel**burning power stations and a 
number of other industrial entez^ises*

I had few quiet evenings daring sqr stay in Havana^ but one of them is msmorahle* 

A visiting American novelist was entertaining a grotqp of three of us with a 
narrative on the Cuban Bsvolutlonj of almost Shakespearean proportions* In 
self-defense I hid myself inside a magazine* It was written Im Spanish (Ibleh I 
cannot rjiad)^ but the pictures leaped out at me-^ietures reminiscent of Buchensald 
and Auschwitz during World War II* They were sickening* I interrupted^ passing 
:2Sthe nagaaine around until someone esplalned the article* The pictures were of 
idiat Uazorra^ the CSuban mental institution^ used to be before the Bevolution* 

"Let's go there!" 

Unanimaus agreement « but ny proposal met with no enthusiasm from the novelist* 

Mica many well jieopie he was en&arrassed before the sick and came along reluctantly* 

Eren our guide had never seen Maaorra before* Ihea we ig^oaehed the grounds we 
weren't sure we were la the rig^t place* This was a first rate version of idiat 
Califoonila is Uka on television! Palms and a low slung version of the La-Brea 
iqpartmsnts* The only old building remaining was the Commandante's home and his 
office^ with the exception of one building^ half destroyed^ but left as a monument 
to the wretched past* It had iron bars and filthy concrete walls* The Commandante^ 
sporting a flamboyant beards was one of the two medical doctors in Fidel's original 
arqy* He lifted us to lunch and ih^odueed tts^ to a young woman Sttod^ney who 
promised uS as long a tour as we wished* She suggested we begin immediately after 
lunCh since Nagorra contained 6,000 patients* 

Our first stop was at the church idiere some of the patients were sitting out Aront 
doing their sChoolwork* The question of literate in Cuba is now a oliChe, yet I 
was amazed that these people aho seemed beyond complete xwhabilitatlon were 
encouraged to attend classes* A few were laboriously copying the alphabet and as 
we approached they offered up their handiwork with shyness and a little eurioslly* 
The more alert addressed us with an interrogative, "Itosski?" ^ 

Tuberculosis is a major problem here* Before the revolution all patients were 
thrown togeli^ar indiscriminately* A special ward for the tuberculosis patients 
has since been built on a lovely sloping hill and we marched thru and spoke with a 
few of the patients* They were also doing sdboolwork* 

The sports stadium could have been designed by a Scandinavian with its bold clean 
lines and decorative flagpoles lining the pathways* There was not a touch of the 
rococco so prominent in old Havana* 

By this time we had a regular troop of patients marching along with us, like very 
pleased pled pipers* 
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Iha boosing onits^ recontly eonq;>leted 9 mrs ths piecs do resistance* we 
neared them me all split op and took off in different directions— yelling at each 
other from rarious boildlngs^ rooos^ and even bathrooms* I began forlously 
inspecting eregrythlng as if I expected the ohole place to disappear at a moment's 
notice* Mesaie tiles ln;>ortefl from Italy covered tqpproximately a fourth of the 
valls^ hardnood floors in the larger rooms^ fireplaces^ stained glass oindows oith 
deep reds and bines offset by a sprinkling of idilte; and enou^ grass and trees 
for a national park* 

We cooldn't find oar novelist friend the following day* He was back at the hospital 
alone with his camera and his notebook* The next evening idien we were all together 
he began all over againt - ~ 

"If nations were ^dged by the treatment of their poor and their wretched****"

Althou^ little appears la the press abont preparations nd plimw far va.iA B and an 
j jpiMri an- flf- Owh^j the e'vldenoe is begJ nntng to nonnt that the ^iHihan escllss are ^ 
organlging a second attenpt nlthin the very near fatore* According to William 
Winter in his "Comments Ang» 12« *63^ a steady movement of exile leaders oceors 
betneen the U.S*^ Central am Sontn ameriea* "Home" of the exiles is Nlearagna^ 
althoai^ other aens soorces reveal bases in Qnatemala, Honduras^ Costa Blca and 
Venemela* 

U* S* involvement in the plans is evident ^dging~Arom reports yonr STCC reporter 
has been able to gather (According to Caban radio«reporters at fires* Kennedy's news 
conference of Aug* 20 were cantioned beforehand not to ask any qaestions about 
recent U.S* aggression against Cuba)* Robert Allen and Paul Sc(^t in their "Aller>- 
Scott Report" (Sept*j *63) reported that j ^ing gaietly 

crganlged on the ter^tory of a strongly anti-Castro government in Cen'(val AlKiPiea 
fcrsniiaS: raids on Cuba* The report did not specify the exact location of the base 
but noted that the plans more being condacted "with the full knowledge of the 
Uhlte House and the Central Intelligence Agen<^*" In fact« the air force is using 
U.S. planes^ bombs and rockets and claimed credit for a raid on a Cuban diemieal 
plant* 

Allen and Scott claim that the "phantom" air force is "not under U.S* control"* 
However^ they refer to an Incident in idiich an Alexander Rorke> Jr* of Hem York^ 
mas summoned before supervising customs agent D* F* Cardoaa^ after he had partic- 
ipated in the bombing of an oil refinery near Havana in Aprils I963* Rorke* they 
mrotm^ mas "threatened" mith fines of $5>000 and tmo years in "if he eontlnu^ 
(enqhasis ours) helping the anti-Castro raiders*" (QUESTIONt Horn come Rorke masnH 
fined and Jailed for an Illegal action which the U.S. government says is a crime 
to begin with?) 

The Nation (Oct* 12« '63) quotes reporter T«d Lsmis of the N* T* Daily News as 
saying ikat the Kennedy Adninlstration mas ready "to give quiet support to any 
organized exile moves to supply and hopefully revitalize the underground movement 
inside the Communist police state." In a later article (Sept. 3. '63) Lewis 
reported that "it is no secret that boti:i in Nicaragua mod Costa Rica there are 
thousands of Cuban ezUes^ many of them veterans of the Bay of Pigs fiasco^ in 
training again* Others are stationed in bases in Venezuela^ reazmdng for another 
strike at the homeland* AH this costa money and the CIA is one government agenqy 
that can spend it in a big may without Congressional audit*" 

Itohaps the most complete report of invasion preparations mas the one that appeared 
in ftrensa in Anp. *63. It claimed there mere more than l^OCO 

werfSiH^aH In (inatmala under the co^^ of Quatemalan Col* Ghaillermo Delgado 
Blanco and an Amexican officer known Just as "IHlly"* Under these men in Peten 
and San Jose paratroopers wearing Guatemalan uniforms are in training* 

The arti<^ adds that the Semo.a family (former HLcaraguan dictators) have 
provided training camps in Ifontelimarf Las Mercedes^ La Foodldora and other areas 
of Nicaragua* In fact^ the family has oven purchased a 3O9OOO hectare estate in 
Costa Rica with the purpose of making it a base for the invasion* The largest base 
for the exiles is at Puerto Chbozas on the Atlantic coast* Any civilian found 
within 2 or 3 miles of the aerodrome can be shot "without warning." 

Faced with the constant threat of armed invaslma by exiles and now the problem of 
recovery after a disastrous hurricane^ the little island of Cuba faces its biggest 
test* wh^i*i the dead are being counted and buzded in Cuba after the recent storms^ 
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Washington persists in seeking new wayn to oTcrtfarov the Caban goyemsient in an 
hysterical fit of hatred* If the U.S* continaes this blind poUey of Isolation 
and aggression it is headed toward a disaster that will make the Bay of Figs 
and the blockade nild affairs br c«iDparlson«
